I 
saw three holes, any ono of win. Ii 
would hold our house. Travel was 
most difficult. In a mile, Jerry 
came buck with his counter bar- 
nige which lasted continually. 

Wo got lost and wandered right 
into his arms and were lost for 
three days. He didn't capture us 
as all he left behind was his manv 
machine guns. Wo drove him 
through tho forest for a couple of 
w. eks till my next exciting moment. 
Ho made a «bind on the crest of a 
bill. Hundreds of machine guns 
turned up. I heard the general 
•ive Hie command to go up and 
lake tho guns r.t any and all cost. 
My gun was attalhed to Ot\ "I" — 
the third wave Jerry's machine 
guns had boon raising hell for 
twenty-four hours continually 
Imagine a machine gun every few 
yards shooting tWKt times a minute 
Well, the waves went over as 
skirmishers. Ion yards interval. Our 
two machine guns went over in 
columns fsix men to each gun. 
strung out behind each otherV I 
was in the first team carrying tho 
tripod. Of coirrse I knew it mean' 
certain death to face those Jerrv 
guns and I put my brain to work 
We started op the hill. In five 
minutes hell broke loose in flno 
stylo. I dropped to (bo ground and 
the bullets ju«t barely passed over 
me. | placed the head of the tripod 

in front of my face for what little 
protection it. afforded, and then I 
went to "clawing" with my linger*, 
trying to get my head as low as 
possiide. as it was tho mos( vital 
spot. I suddenly felt a sting III the 
back and thought I wa- shot The 
buIlH bit the bell on the hack M 
my coat, knocking one bullon off. 
(Nag past through my back. The at- 
r.ick laj>te»l about live minutes. We 
did not get I he guns. 

I never will forget the cries of 
those poor boys as they fell on all 
sides There was another such at- 
tack tlii- following day, a whiz- 
bang, but the fellow doing the

the gnu commander was hit. Tho 
in-xt exciting moment took place 
several miles from this place. We 
won in the midst of a barrage. For 
twi iity-four hours Jerry put over

"We have room for but one flag, the 
American flag, aud thla eicludea the 
red flag, which syuihollr.es all wars 
against liberty and clvllUa«yi"n Just aa 
much as It excludes any foreign Hag 
of a nation to which we are boaille, 
• • • and we have room for but one 
soul loyalty, and 'bat la 
American people."
